Ethiopian rebels claim to killing 1,250 


Kenya — Ethiopian rebels Sunday claimed they drove government soldiers 
from an outpost in central Ethiopia, killing 1,250 of the defenders. 

It was the latest in a string of victories claimed by the guerrillas. 

In the clandestine radio broadcast, the pro-communist Tigrean insurgents 
said the latest battles occurred March 15-18 in the Guguf area of northern 
Shewa province, which contains the capital, Addis Ababa. 

The broadcast, monitored in Nairobi, also claimed rebels wounded 1,087 
troops and captured 417. hs 

It was not possible to independently confirm the claim and the government 
rarely comments on rebel assertions. 

Since the Tigrean rebels launched their offensive Feb. 23, they have won 
control of the northwestern provinces of Gojam and Gonder and have battled 
government forces within 90 miles of the capital. 

To the northeast; Eritrean insurgents were reportedly within about 40 
miles of the Red Sea port of Assab, the only port under government control. 

The Tigreans, who won control of their home province of Tigre last year, are 
seeking to overthrow President Mengistu Haile Mariam and establish a hard- 
line communist regime. They have been fighting since 1975. 

The Eritreans have been fighting for 30 years for independence of their 
province of Eritrea, Ethiopia’s northernmost. They control almost all of the 
region, except for the provincial capital of Asmara and some surrounding 
countryside. 


7 protestors killed by Mali soldiers 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast — Soldiers fired on thousands of pro-democracy 
protesters in Mali on Sunday, killing at least seven people, then blocked 
hospitals to stop the wounded from getting help, witnesses said. 

However, that country’s state radio said President Moussa Traore agreed to 
release political prisoners and offered other concessions in an appeal for calm. 

Government opponents say troops have killed nearly 150 people in three 
days of protests in Bamako, Mali’s capital. State radio reported 34 had died. 

“The capital is running with blood,” said Papa Coulibaly, an employee at the 
city’s Gabriel Toure Hospital. He was contacted by telephone from the Ivory 
Coast. There has been unrest in the West African nation since January. The 
latest wave of protests broke out Friday, when students began demanding the 
resignation of Traore. 

Traore on Sunday told France-Info radio station he would not step down. He 
added that he is not against political pluralism and is willing to hold early 
elections. But he gave no date. 


israeli soldiers kill 3 guerrillas Sunday 


JERUSALEM — Israeli soldiers shot and killed three guerrillas Sunday 
during a gun battle in Lebanon about a mile north of the Israeli border, the 
military command said. 

It said the troops encountered the gunmen in the southwestern corner of the 
so-called security zone in Lebanon. 

The soldiers “opened fire and in the exchange of fire, the three guerrillas 
were killed,” the command statement said. 

The Israeli force suffered no casualties, the statement said. 

According to Israel radio, the guerrillas fired shoulder-launched missiles, in 
addition to automatic weapons. 

The command did not say what organization the guerrillas represented. 

Border clashes along the Lebanese and Jordanian frontiers have been 
frequent since the end of the Persian Gulf War. Israel carved out the 440- 
square-mile security zone after ending a three-year occupation of south 

Lebanon in June 1985.

Violent crimes increase 


WASHINGTON — The number of Americans victim- 
ized by a violent crime rose to 2.3 million last year even as 
the total number of personal and household crimes fell by 1 
million, according to Justice Department estimates re- 


According to the National Crime Survey, which the 
Bureau of Justice Statistics has been compiling since 1978, 
combined personal and household crimes, not including 
homicide, declined by 3 percent to 34.8 million. 

But the vast majority of the 1 million fewer crimes — 
almost 937,000 — were personal larcenies that didn’t in- 


The total of such crimes declined to 11.6 million. 

“Larceny without contact would be bicycle thefts, other 
relatively minor thefts, whereas the issues of greater 
concern are moving up,” said Alfred Blumstein, dean of 
the School of Urban and Public Affairs at Carnegie Mellon 


Steven D. Dillingham, director of the bureau, acknowl- 
edged in a statement accompanying the report that the 
overall decrease “results largely from last year’s 8 percent 
decline in the rate of personal thefts without direct contact 

Those thefts, which involve such offenses as stealing 
personal belongs from public places or from an unattended 
automobile parked away from home,” comprise 95 percent 
of all personal thefts and about 66 percent of all crimes

And although the survey found a drop in the number of 
rapes, the figures are in dispute. 

“No one should look at today’s figures — which do not 
even include the murder count — and believe that the 
epidemic of crime in America has been broken,” said Sen- 
ae home | Committee Chairman Joseph R. Biden Jr.,

The survey lists only information provided by victims, 
so homicides, which hit a record of more than 23,000 last 
year, aren’t included. 

But in a universe of an estimated 5.9 million crimes of 
violence, the addition of 23,000 murders would not make a 
significant change in the overall percentages. 

The number of completed violent crimes rose 3.4 per- 
cent, to 2.3 million, the survey found.

The increase was also reflected in a 2.4 percent increase : 
in the rate of violent crimes, which meant 11.2 of every FOR oe 


1,000 people age 12 and older were the victims of such a 
crime. 

That includes almost 6 percent increases in the number 
of aggravated and simple assaults that injured victims. 
There were some 1.5 million such victims last year. 

The rate for the two types of assault with injuries 
increased from seven victims per 1,000 people in 1989 to 
7.3 last year. 

The estimates in the survey are based on questions 
asked by Bureau of the Census interviewers, who con- 
tacted 97,000 people in 48,000 homes and asked about 
crimes they experienced during the previous six months. 

. The estimates also take into account actual police reports. 

The survey found rapes declined 18.3 percent, to 
110,660, last year. That would reflect a 19.1 percent de- 
cline in the rate, to 0.5 per 1,000 people.

“They should be ashamed over the 
way they rushed it through without 
adequate time to see ... what the 
problems were,” Parish-Pixler said. 

“This is just part of the natural con- 
sequences of that kind of irresponsi- 
ble legislation,” she said. 

The ad mocks sponsoring Sen.

Costs of defending the law have 
been estimated at up to $1 million.

Telephone messages left with 
McAllister and the bill’s House spon- 
sor, Rep.

Janet Benshoof, an attorney who 
heads the ACLU’s national reproduc- 
tive-freedom project, will head the 
civil liberty union’s challenge of the 
bill. 

She has called the Utah statute 
“worse than the laws in the Middle 
East on abortion.” 

As passed, the law outlaws all abor- 
tions except in cases of rape or incest 
providing the operation is performed 
no later than 20 weeks into the preg- - 
nancy; in cases of grave danger to the 
mother’s medical health, or if the fe- 
tus suffers grave defects. 

Rosa Goodnight, executive direc- 
tor of the Utah affiliate of the Right to 
Life Committee, said she believes the 
ad shows the ACLU is “running 
scared.”

rom serious stress disorder 


Dick Hanson told members of the Social Work Club that it is. 
likely there will be fewer cases of post-traumatic stress disorder 
among veterans of the Gulf War. 


Critical to a‘diagnosis of the disor- 
der is that the individual must re-ex- 
perience the event or trauma, Hanson 
said. Usually this occurs through in- 
trusive thoughts or nightmares or 
possibly even flashbacks. 

Hanson said flashbacks are “a dis- 
associative state where they actually 
go back to the time and place of the 
trauma.” 

He said there are multiple reasons 
why war often leads to the disorder. 

“War is dehumanizing,” Hanson 
said. In Vietnam “you weren’t killing 
people, you were killing ‘gooks.’ 

“Therapy usually says that the past 
is escapable,” he said. “A lot of vets 
cannot escape the past. They become 
more troubled the closer they get to 
what they actually did.” 

Hanson said symptoms of post- 
traumatic stress disorder for any vet-

eran include tenseness, a pounding 
heart, fatigue and restlessness, anx- 
iety, acute swearing and difficulty 
concentrating. Depression, guilt, 
anger and a highly reactive startle 
response may be involved. 

In severe cases, Hanson said dis- 
order victims may exhibit a vacant 
stare, withdraw socially and become 
apathetic. They may have night- 
mares or terror dreams. 

“Every soldier coming back needs 
to go through a debriefing experi- 
ence,” he said. “What did that per- 
son actually do and see and experi- 
ence?” They also need a period of 
rest and relaxation. 

“PTSD is treatable,” 
said. 

Although some victims may not 
be completely cured, many can lead 
productive lives.

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Journalism has matured, 
keynote ethics speaker says

In the past decade journalism has 
matured significantly and has moved 
toward a field that has attracted pro- 
fessionalism and is concerned with 
moral philosophies and it’s obligations 
and commitments, said the keynote 
speaker for Media and Ethics Week 
on Friday. 

Jay Black, chair of the Journalism 
Department from the University of 
Alabama, defined ethics as “asking 
ourselves what we ought to and 
should do. Ethics are unlike law, 
which concerns itself with what we 
can do and get away with. 

“Ethics involves individual decision 
making about right and wrong that 
may create significant conse- 
quences,” Black said. 

“Every individual needs to develop 
their own moral philosophy. This is a 
condition or a state of being that 
arises when we go beyond a develop- 
mental stage in which the rules are 
forcing us to go certain ways,” Black 
said. 

He said there are many forces in 
the mass media that work against this 
moral autonomy. To prevent this 
from happening people should look at 
their enterprise as a series of green 
lights rather than red lights. 

“Much of our instruction on ethics 
has been red lights or what we should 
not do,” Black said. 

On the other hand, he said, don’t 
just avoid the obvious bad things, but 
think of it in terms of a more positive 
enterprise in which the green light 
principle is used. 

He said if the individual journalist 
could move more toward that green 
light principle, people would be oper- 
ating on a higher lever of moral devel- 
opment. 

He said on this higher lever jour- 
nalists would be able to recognize and 
act upon their duties and obligations 
without having to worry so much 
about the consequences. 

Black suggested a few guidelines 
for people attempting to make ethical 
decisions. 

“First, ask good questions,” Black 
said. For example, what are the ethi- 
cal concerns, who are the stake hold- 
ers and what are the possible conse- 
quences of the action? “Then, listen to 
what others are and are not saying. If 
we don’t understand the motivations 
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and attitudes of others, we become as 
dangerous as loose cannons on a 
deck.” Finally, he said, “Apply these 
things and go out and do ethics.”

Ten Best Films 

1. “Once Around.” This uneven, but 
constantly engrossing saga details 
one family’s efforts to accept daugh- 
ter Holly Hunter’s abrasive new hus- 
band, Richard Dreyfuss, through 
years and crises which bring times of 
closeness and dramatic rifts. As such 
it emerges the one film of the year 
which had something insightful and 
truly profound to say about love and 
tolerance. 

2. “Mountains of the Moon.” The 
fascinating, true story of Sir Richard 
Burton and John Speak’s harrowing 
adventures in the process of finding 
the source of the Nile, as well as the 
aftermath: when the break-up of their 
friendship and ensuing disagree- 
ments result in controversy regard- 
ing the findings. 

While the film is a well-acted, well- 
written, and well-produced thinking- 
man’s adventure tale, director Bob 
Rafelson has invested it with some- 
thing more — a spark of chemistry in 
the relationship between the leads 
which suggest love or hate, but is 
never quite resolved. In other words, 
that enigmatic plus which so enliv- 
ened Rafelson’s earlier “Black 
Widow.” 

3. “Jacob’s Ladder.” Considering . 
director Adrian Lyne’s “Fatal Attrac- 
tion” to be a well made fluke, I was 
overwhelmed by the intellectual and 
special effects dazzle of “Ladder,” 
which emerged as one of the most 
thought-provoking stunners of the 
year. 

Tim Robbins is the former Vietnam 
vet-turned-mailman who is plagued 
by nightmares of 
the war, but more 
recent horrors in- 
volve him being 
chased by 
“demons” who are 
trying to destroy 
him. Are _ they 
real, or in his 
mind? Best of the 
recent spate of 
“Transcendence 
Films” which has 
included “Ghost,” 


“Flatliners,” and 
“Alwaysi? oocxwe 
4 “Dances 


With Wolves.” In- 
teresting and en- 
tertaining, 
“Wolves ” is sim- 
ply a well-made 
cowboys and Indi- 
ans film in which actor-turned-direc- 
tor Kevin Costner plays fair with both 
—and is pretty handy with a camera 
as well. 

5. “Green Card.” Some dismissed 
“Green Card” as contrived fluff, but 
it’s actually one of the best films of the 
year. 

Andie MacDowell and French hunk 
Gerard Depardieu facilitate a mar- 
riage of convenience for mutual bene- 
fit, only to find they must play it for 
real when Immigration officials begin 
to investigate. 

Known for his studies of members 
of alien societies coming in to conflict, 
director Peter Weir (“Dead Poets So- 
ciety”) here explores less the French/ 
American cultural rifts than the bor- 
ders between the pragmatic, political 
person, and the instinctive artist. 

Even though Depardieu exudes his 
own charm, it is MacDowell that 
strikes the perfect balance of inde-

pendence and vulnerability that 
makes the film work. 

Sensitive and lyrical, “Green Card” 
proves to be an uplifting, love story 
unfettered by any corny montage nor 
awkward sex scenes. 

6. “Mr. and 
Mrs. Bridge.”

Dark and bleak, Stephen 
Frears’ (“Dangerous Liaisons”) out- 
ing offers Angelica Huston as the 
toughened con artist desperately try- 
ing to keep foolish son John Cusack 
out of the racket and the mitts of se- 
ductive spider-kitten Annette Ben- 
ing. Disturbing, but expertly made. 

8. “Welcome Home _ Roxy 
Carmichael.” A refreshing respite 
from the pretense of much screen 
fare, “Roxy” is a simple, beautifully 
realized tale of small-town outcast 
Winona Ryder who believes that the 
town’s famous title character is the 
mother who abandoned her years ago 
and is coming back to reclaim her. 

9. “Alice.” Despite endless star 
cameo appearances and ridiculous in- 
visibility shtick, “Alice” remains a 
worthwhile character study of 
wealthy matron Mia Farrow’s efforts 
to regain some meaning to her exis- 
tence, which emerges far more 
worthwhile than most any other film

10. “Men Don’t Leave.” A lyrical, 
sensitive though uneven study of the 
breakdown of a family upon the acci- 
dental death of the husband/father. 

Jessica Lange is the traumatized 
wife struggling with the debts and 
care of her two teenage sons as she 
struggles to find some meaning in her 
life. 

Unexpected fare from writer-di- 
rector Paul Brickman, formerly re- 
sponsible for the sexy and con- 
temptible “Risky Business.” 

Best Actor 

Al Pacino in “Godfather III” who 

gave not only a carefully etched por- 

trayal of a man trying to reform, but, 

intriguingly, also played Don Cor- 

leone’s son — subtly assuming some 

of Marlon Brando’s distinctive man- | 
nerisms. 

Runners-up include Jeremy Iron’s 
admirably restrained and enigmatic 
performance as Claus Von Bulow in 
“Reversal of Fortune,” and Nick 
Nolte’s revolting monster of a cop in 
“Q&A. ” 

Best Actress 
Andie MacDowell in “Green Card” 
and Angelica Huston in “The 
Grifters.” 

Runners-up are Joanne Wood- 
ward in “Mr. and Mrs. Bridge” and 
Winona Ryder in “Welcome Home

Story continued from page 1 
thoughts and usually don’t find any 


joy in what is going on around them. 


These things cause them to withdraw 
and sink into depression. 

Johstoneaux said people who don’t 
develop their talents may also run the 
risk of becoming bored. 
When talents aren’t developed, 
people haven’t identified what they 
really want to do or who they really 
are. 
Just as a variety of things can cause 
boredom, boredom can lead to a vari- 
ety of behaviors including substance 
abuse, crime, sexual promiscuity and 
other delinquent behavior, she said. 

Johstoneaux said that people “are 
searching so hard for a high that they 
will do just about anything to get 
there.” 

She suggested several other things

finding a new interest or hobby. How- 
ever, if the boredom is overly serious 
and has led to debilitating depression, 
a person should seek professional 
help. 

In social situations, boredom is.a 
way to withdraw from the action. 
“Being bored or doing boring behav- 
ior prevents interaction with other 
people,” Chamberlain said. 

It can also be a way to get attention 
or to manipulate others and bring 
some personal gain to the bored indi- 
vidual. 

However, Chamberlain said it usu- 
ally ends up being more self-defeating 
than self-rewarding. 

He said if people get caught in this 
situation, they should try and identify 
what it is they are afraid of in social 
situations that causes them to revert 
back to a state of boredom.

Looking at a broader canvas, 
one need only consider that the 
school dropout rate still hovers 
around 25 percent or more. Why 
do young people drop out of 
school? One of their favorite ex- 
cuses is that it’s “boring.” Let’s 
take it a step further. An esti- 
mated 80 percent of the prison 
population are school drop-puts. 
All of a sudden, boredom doesn’t 
seem amusing or insignificant. 

It doesn’t get any better when 
one looks at the job scene. More 
than 50 percent of today’s jobs re- 
quire an education beyond high 
school and an estimated 65 percent 
of all future jobs will most defi- 
nitely require higher education, 
but less than half of American high 
school students take more than 
two years of math. 

Today, American business 
spends $25 million annually just to 
train employees, often having to 
provide the basics they failed to 
learn in elementary and_ high 
school. Still, many in the work 
place today suffer from “burnout”, 
frequently describing their job as 
“boring” because, while they have 
constant pressure to produce, 
they lack any personal responsibil- 
ity for what they do. 

The single most identifiable as- 
pect of boredom is withdrawal. 

Boredom is an individual’s way 
of pulling back away from situa- 
tions that lack what we might call 
motivation, challenge or just fun. 
Our mind drifts away in the middle 
of a boring speech or lecture, while 
we do a repetitive job, while we 
stand in a supermarket checkout 
line or while we watch television. 

What gives me cause for con- 
cern is the link between boredom 
and the choices people make to 
overcome it. What else are alcohol 
or drugs other than artificial stim- 
ulants some use to seek escape 
from their problems? Why do so 
many eat constantly, always nib- 
bling on something or raiding the 
refrigerator for solace? And why 
is it a surprise when an unhappy 
spouse seeks renewed passion in 
an adulterous affair? 

The social fallout in terms of 
school dropouts, crime, alcohol 
and drug abuse, divorce and com- 
parable ills, becomes astonish- 
ingly clear when seen against the 
backdrop of something as com- 
monplace as boredom. 

Research done by Rutgers Uni- 
versity psychologist, Robert 
Kubey, has revealed that televi- 
sion watching has a built-in bore- 
dom factor requiring one to watch 
more and more, yet providing lit- 
tle satisfaction. Additionally, ex- 
tensive TV watching is damaging 
to concentrative and analytical 
abilities. 

Little wonder that the final ex- 
ample of the impact of boredom on 
life in America is the fact that less 
than half of those qualified to vote 
do so. 

As more and more Americans 
fail to take part in the democratic 
process or are responsive only to 
the most negative political adver- 
tising and campaigning, the nation 
is unable to respond to issues that 
involve the rebuilding of its physi- 
cal infrastructure, the reduction of 
the national debt, its ability to 
provide leadership to emerging 

democracies, and its ability to at- 
tract top talent to the halls of 
power at the federal, state and lo- 
cal levels. These are real prob- 
lems. So, behind The Boring Insti- 
tute’s spoofs, there is a serious 
effort to encourage everyone to 
ask themselves if, in fact, they are 
experiencing too much boredom or 
know someone who is.
